INTERSTATE TRAFFIC DENIED 


Federal Supreme Court Renders Three Inportant 
Opinions---One Rejects Southern Pacific’s 


Plan for Dissolving Merger 


Washington—Upon reassembling af- 
ter the holiday recess the supreme 
court of the United States rendered 
three unusually important decisions, 
which are summarized in the press dis- 
patches from Washington in the fol- 
lowing manner: 


S. P. Dissolution Plan Rejected 


The plan proposed by the Union Pa- 
cific railroad attorneys for ‘‘dissolving’’ 
the Union Pacific-Southern Pacific rail- 
road by allowing the Union Pacific 
stockholders to have the exclusive 
_privilege of buying the Squthern Pa- 


Cifié stock” now “owned hy the Union: 


Pacific railroad corporation was re- 
jected, curtly but. positively, by the 
_.8upreme court. Cee ines tie 7 
* Justice’ Day announced the con- 
clusions of the court on the plan pro- 
posed by the railroad attorneys and 
opposed by the government, as he de- 
livered the opinion December 2, hold- 
ing that the ownership of the stock by 
the Union Pacific company was a viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Government officials who heard Jus- 
tice Day were convinced that a com- 
plete end of the merger must be agreed 
upon and that any ‘‘paper’’ dissolution 
would be rejected by the court. 

The court took the position that a 
corporation is only another name. for 
the stockholders, and to allow the 
Union Pacific holders to buy the stock 
now held by the Union Pacific Railroad 
company, the corporation of which they 
are the stockholders, would amount to 
nothing effe-tual. This action is re- 
garded as a highly important precedent 
in anti-trust litigation. 

_ The case now will go back to the 
‘district court of Utah, in which the 
suit originated, for that court to en- 
force the decree of dissolution directed 
by the supreme court. 

The railroad attorneys and Attorney 
Genéral Wickersham are expected to 
resume negotiations at once for the 
ending of the merger, and some in 
Washington regard it as improbable 
that the railroad attorneys will assen 
now to the government’s proposal to 
allow the Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific stockholders to share tn the 
purchase of the stock. Such a plan 


limiting the liability for, loss of inter- 
state shipments. 

Another serious blow was delivered 
when the court held that the states, 
since the passage of the interstate 
commerce acts, and particularly the 
Hepburn law in 1906, had no power 
to penalize railroads for failure to fur- 
nish cars for interstate shipments. 

in this connection the court declared 
unconstitutional the Minnesota recipro- 
cal demurrage law, authorizing the 
recovery by shippers of a dollar a day 
for every day on which tne railroad 
failed to furnish a car tor the removal 
of freight. Baki. 

The court pointed out that previous 
to the passage of the Cormack amend- 
ment, the court had upheld an Iowa 


-+statue,.in -which--a- contract limiting 


the damages in case of loss had been 
annuled and also had approved a Penn- 
sylvania case in which it was held that 
the public policy of the state was op- 
posed to such contract. 

Asa result of the passage of the 
Carmack amendment, “however, the 
court, speaking through Justice Lur- 
ton, held that congress had manifested 
its intention to deal with the subject 
of carrier liability for interstate ship- 
ments and that being the case the state 
laws must give way. 

The court not only annulled state 
laws which. seek to regulate the_liabil- 
ity, but it held that the federal law, 
as expressed in the Carmack amend- 
ment, dealt with the damage of rail- 
road shipments and that it did not pro- 
hibit contracts limiting liability n re- 
turn on a low rate. 

Justice-Lurton said it was just as 
reasonable to base rates on value as 
on the character of shipments. Fur- 
thermore, he added, it was not con- 
formable to plain principles of justice 
that the shipper may understate the 
value of the property for the purpose 
of reducing the rate and then recover 
a larger value In ease of loss. 


Commodity Corners Held Illega 


The court laid down the far-reaching 
principle that ‘‘corners’’ of interstate 
commodities, such a articles of cloth- 
ing and food, are in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law and held that, 


as far as the Sherman law is concerned, 


would not require the stock to be 
dumped upon the open market. 


State Authority Curtailed 


The power of the states over rail- 
‘roads and express companies suffered 
a hard blow when the supreme court 
held that since the passage of the Car- 
mack amendment to the _ interstate 
commerce law in 1906, the states had 
ceased to have the right to annul con- 


tracts between railroads and shippers! 


the indictment in the New York fea- 
eral court of James Patten, Eugene G. 
Scales, Frank H. Hayne and. William 
P. Brown, for conspiring to run an 
alleged cotton ‘‘corner’’ was valid. 
‘The case against them was sent back 
for trial or-other proceedings. 

Justice Van Devanter announced the 
opinion of the cort. 

Justice Lurton delivered a aissenting 
opinion, in which Chief Justice White 
and Justice Holmes concurred.

Attempts to 
secure loans on promisory notes from 
attorneys or clients in his court were 
among other charges. It was also re- 
ported that he appointed a railroad at-

In both houses of congress measures 
are pending which have all these 
changes in mind, and it has been thought 
that it might be possible to get them up 
for final action during the present 
session. But should this be impossible, 
it is quite clear that there will be favor- 
able action at some session in the 
near future. 

There has been a good deal of senti- 
‘ment in favor of carrying the inaugu- 
ration forward until the last Thursday 
in April, and a joint reselution to that 
effect. was up for’vote in the house last 
June.

While there is a good deal of senti- 
ment in congress in favor of the April 
date for the inauguration, it is gener- 
ally conceded that if the sessions are 
to begin in early January of each year, 
a newly elected congress taking hold 
within two months following their 
election, it would be good business to 
inaugurate a newly elected president 
at the same time. The January date 
for inaugurations is quite genera ly 
favored by the judiciary committees of 
both houses of congress, which have 
jurisdiction over this character of leg- 
islation. aa 

There will be efforts to get this 
question up in both houses during the 
present session, but the judgment of 
the experts is that there will not be 
sufficient time to reach a vote, and 
that the matter will go over until the 
special session which the new president 
will call.

HOW TO MAKE ELECTROSCOPE 
'mprovised lnsalseiant Will Enable 


One to Determine if Body Is 
Electrified. or Not. 

Bend a piece of straight wire into 
the form of an 8 at right angles, as 
shown tn our illustration. Place ‘he 
upper horizontal branch on the border 
or brim of a glass, and over thia place 
a little tin cover or a metal plate. The 
vertical branch must not touch the 
Slass, and the lower horizontal branch 
should have a little band of tin, folded 
in two, straddlec on it. 

If you now rub a glass stick or a 
stick of sealing wax with a wooden 
cloth, and bring either of these close 
to the metal covering, you will {mme- 
diately see the two branches of tke 
tin start violently away from each 
other, just as it takes place in the 
well-known apparatus of the physi- 
cian’s laboratory, the electrometer or 
electroscope. 

The exceilent electroscope which 
you have just improvised will not 
only enable you to discover if a body 
is electrified or not, but it will tell 
you with what kind of electricity, 
whether positive or negative, the body 
is charged. 

Bring close to the metal plate, for 
example, a sheet of very dry paper 
which has been electrified by rubbing 
it vigorously with a brush; and while

the bent band or leaves of our electro- 
scope start apart under the influence 
of this paper, touch the metal plate or 
covering with your finger. The leaves 
fall back; but if you take away your 
finger, and then the sheet of paper, 
they diverge again.

which indicates that the electricity of 
our electroscope is the same as that 
of the glass—+tlfat is, positive; so that 
our sheet of paper was charged with 
cifferentrelectricity—that is, negative 
— Magical ‘fixperiments.

Sabine Home Rendered Immortal by 
Poet Still Retains All Its Famous 
Beauty. 

A few verses written two thousand 
years ago have rendered the little val- 
ley of the Licefiza one of the most 
famous places within easy reach of 
Rome. Had Maeceas been dess gener- 
ous @ patron, had he never given the 
Sabiifé farm to Horace, had Horace 
never told the world and his friends 
how his days there were spent, few 
would now make the classical excur- 
sion into the Sabine hills, though 
time has not marred their beauty. 

“The villa of Horace has disappeared, 
but the hills are as lovely as they 
were in his day. Now, as then, if one 
goes from Rome to Tivoli, and thence 
to Vilovaro, there turning up the val- 
ley of the Licenza and wandering on 
by road, as one must, since there is no 
railway, he comes, some few miles far- 
ther, to a great rock that springs ab- 
ruptly from_the lower slopes and tilts 
over them at an interesting angle. 
This {s “the citadel Horace had to 
scale” to reach his house, and marks, 
it is thought, the boundaries of the 
farm. The only difference is that the 
little village of Roccagiovine rises on 
top, where of old stood the Temple of 
Vacuna, already in ruins when Hor 
ace sat under its shadow to write to 
his friend in Rome. The little town 
had done its best to meet Its classical 
responsibilities, and has given the 
name of the temple to its piazza. 

Here still are the olives that pay 
the Sabine farmers best, and the vines 
that yield the rough little Sabine wine 
that Horace has made more renowned 
than many a rarer vintage. Here are 
the hills where he wandered, and the 
woods that gave acdrns to his flocks 
and shade to him. Here are the bab- 
bling spring and the banks upon 
which he rested during the hours he 
counted his happiest—the Bandalusian 
spring to which he promised immor- 
tality in his song. And as he prom- 
ised so he gave. Not merely the 
spring, but all that vast estate, which 
the satirists of his time would have 
men believe was but “a lizard’s hole,” 
he has made immortal. 


INVENTOR OF CORN BROOM 


Levi Dickinson, Native of Connecticut, 
Is the Man to Be Accorded 
the Honor. 


“Although it is not generally 
known,” said. a menufacturer of 
brooms, “the house broom, such as 


the housewife uses, is comparatively 
a recent invention, dating back to 
1786. Before that time husk brooms 
were used to sweep out the ovens and 
splinter brooms, made of birch, were 
used for everyday use. The present 
broom industry might be said to have 
had ita beginning in Connecticut in 
1786, when Levi Dickinson, a native 
of Weatherfield, went to Hadley car- 
rying with him a new kind of corn 
seed which he showed his friends, say- 
ing that when full grown it would 
make better brooms than ever had 
been made. The Hadley women 
laughed at him, but despite this, Dick- 
inson was not discouraged, but har- 
vested his first crop of broom corn. 
managed to scrape the seed from the 
brush with a knife and a hoe, after 
which he made his brooms. He made 
the complete broom, including the 
handles, and grew his own flax for the 
twine, the whole costing him little. 
Believing that his neighbors would re- 
fuse to buy the new kind of broom, 
Dickinson in 1798 peddled his brooms 
in Williamsburg, Ashflietd and Con- 
way. The next year he carried them 
to Pittsburg. The new brooms took, 
for as soon-as housewives found how 
much better they were over the old 
husk or birch broom they would buy 
no other. Other men went into the 
business and a new industry was born 
in Hadley. Dickinson lived until 1843, 
long enough to see the Hadley or corn 
broom in use all over the country, 
and the same broom, with improve- 
ments, is still in use.” 


Toe That Rocks the Cradle. 

Unique and probably the most prim- 
itive cradle rocking device ever seen 
or employed in any part of the world 
is the one that has been adopted by 
the matter-of-fact squaws of the Kwa- 
kiuti tribe of Indians now living on 
Vancouver island, British Solumbia. 

The mother performs the double duty 
of spinning and rocking her infant, 
snugly packed in a hollowed out cradle 
stuffed with cedar bark strips sus- 
pended from the limb of a sapling. 
This is about the most realistic rep- 
resentation of the old nursery song, 
“Rock-a-by, Baby, in the Treetop” so 
far known. 

The most striking part, however, is 
that the Indian mother uses her big 
toe as the motive power. With a 
cord attached to the bent limb and 
the cther end wound around her tee, 
she swings her dangling offspring to 
and fro, leaving her hands entirely 
free for weavjng.—Christian Herald.

Varying Coats of Stains, Carefully Ap- 
plied, WII] Be Found to Work 
Wonders in  Obliterating 
Marks of Time. 


A method of getting a satisfactory 
floor-finish on a floor which has been 
rather badly worn and spotted, is to 
first apply a coat of ground finish and 
follow -this-with a coat of stain and 
varnish combined. In this way the 
badly worn and black spots of the or- 
iginal floor are first covered up en- 
tirely by means of the ground coat. 
Then the new finish is stained and 
treated in an entirely new color which 
will conform with the decorations 
planned. 


In nearly every room there will be 
found one or two pieces of furniture 
which need renewing. These pieces 
can be easily brightened up with a 
number of different finishes, which 
can be purchased from your local deal- 
er. Take, as an example, the wicker 
chair which was originally light in 
color, but has now’ become badly 
spotted and worn. This can be treat- 
ed with one coat of stain, which will 
change the color, and give it a new 
brilllancy and new life. Oftentimes 
a coat of varnish on pieces of furni- 
ture,-after first sanding them, can be 
followed with rubbing with pumice. 
stone and oil, and will produce won- 
derful results. The greatest pleasure 
of redecorating, of course, comes 
when we have the walls, woodwork, 
and floors all finished, and reach the 
point of bringing in the furniture, 
hanging the draperies, arranging the 
pictures, etc. This, of course, is a 
very important part of the work, since 
the arrangement of furnishings will 
very easily make or mar any room. 
Do not hastily place things about the 
room. Use some definite plan in all 
of this work. Use great care in hang- 
ing the pictures, grouping similar sub- 
jects together, and having some varie- 
ty in size on the different walls. The 
pictures should be arranged so that 
there is a perfect balance on each 
wall. This can be easily experiment- 
ed with until the position of each pic 
ture seems to satisfy one in every re 
spect. Oftentimes a wonderful im- 
provement can be wrought in one’s 
rooms by eliminating superfluous bric- 
a-brac, pictures, ete. Avoid overerowd 
ing in the furnishings. 


Slow Cooking Best. 

In these days of quick living, it is 
well to remember that, in cooking; 
only a slow and even tedious process 
can bring about the best results, for 
gradually cooked food is at once more 


palatable and digestible than the rap 


idly cooked kind. ; 

It cannot be too often impressed 
upon a cook that slow methods soften 
the connective tissue of meats, develop 
their flavor, and render their consist- 
ency more agreeable. 

Milk that is baked for long hours in 
a slow oven is of a high nutritive 
value, and all milk puddings, more es- 
pecially barley pudding, that are to be 
served at luncheon should be prepared 
for cooking directly after the break. 
fast cookery pans have been cleared 


away. ‘ 


Plush Pieces. 

One can get plushes that imitate 
sealskin, astrakhan, Persian lamb. 
broadtail, chinchilla and moleskin so 
closely that they are very desirable 
substitutes for these furs. 

Patterns of neck pieces are to be 
bought of any good pattern concern 
and beds for muffs, ready to cover, are 
on sale at the department stores or 
furriers. Any fairly good seamstress 
ought to be able to make a nice-look- 
Ing set for herself. Cotton wadding is 
used for interlining and farmers’ satin 
for lining 

Muffs are made large and rather flat 
Furs and plushes should not be orna. 
mented with trimmings—they are 
more elegant when plain.—Woman’s 
World. 


Imitation Chicken. 

Take 1% pounds lean pork chops, 
trim off all fat and put aside. Take 
three plates. In one put flour, in the 
second put cracker meal, and in the 
third two eggs well beaten. Add a 
little salt to the eggs, cracker meal 
and flour.

WITH MUCH LABOR. 


Time-Saving Appliances Have Been 
IntPoduced and Become General— 
Fireless Cook Stove Proves 
Genuine Boon. 

Nowadays the men who inaké 
things have turned their attention to 
providing the home, and_ especially 
the kitchen, with as efficient labor_and. 
time saving appliances and tools as 
an up-to-date factory can boast. The 
modern /kitchen can be a thing of 
beauty /and a joy even to the woman 
who works in it, so great have beer 

the fmprovements made. 

Take, for instance, the evolution of 
the fireless cook stove, a miracle work- 
ing contrivance which banishes heat, 
steam, smells and standing over the 
stove watching the slow, tedious cook 
ing process, 

Lined with seamless aluminum, rust- 
proof, tarnish proof and durable uten- 
sils to use with it, and a cunningly 
contrived steam valve attachment 
which allows the roasting of meats 
and fowls, the baking of bread and 
pies, as well as boiling and stewing 
It is indeed a wonderful convenience. 

All that ifs necessary is to heat the 
Soapstone radiators either on a gage 
or electric stove. Then the food 
meats, vegetables, or whatever is to 
be cooked—cooks just as it is, and 
it is forgotten until the clock says it 
should be done. 

It probably isn’t known that every 
branch and variety of the cooking art 
can be successfully employed with the 
fireless cook stove. 

The earlier models of these cook. 
ers showed a very cumbersome box 
that took up a lot of space in a smal) 
kitchen, but they have now been re 
duced to occupy waste Space, and 
some of the later designs show them 
swinging on hinges under the kitchen 
table, where they may be pushed out 
ef sight and out of the way while the 
rest of the meal is being prepared. 

Another innovation for kitchen effi 
elency is a porcelain table with round. 
ed corners and edges, which {is seam. 
less, unbreakable and unchippable, 
and at once becomes a molding board 
for pie baking or a meat board or 
bread board for cooking and slicing. 

This ts far superior to the old wood- 
en table tops which became the “catch. 
all” for grease and other substances, 
owing to the surface being scored 
from knife blades while preparing 
meals. 

The best thing of all about a kitehen 
table of this kind is that it can be 
kept spotlessly clean—really hygienic- 
ally clean—by wiping off with a hot 
wet cloth. . 


Pickled Peppers. ; 
Choose rather large peppers; wash 
clean, cut off the tops and scrape out 


all seeds. Fill with a mixture made 
as follows: To two quarts of finely 
chopped cabbage add four large 


onions, about two tablespoonfuls of 
the pepper seed, two tablespoonfuls 
of salt, and either two cupfuls otf 
chopped celery, or cne-half teaspoon- 
ful of celery seed. Pack the peppers 
as solidly as possible, taking care 
not to burst them, and press the tops 
back on. Lay in jars or crocks and 
cover with hot vinegar. To one gal- 
lon of vinegar use about half water if 
the vinegar is very strong; add tour 
cups of sugar and a teaspoonful of 
mixed apices; any spice liked extra 
well can be used. Cover the peppers 
and set away where cool. They do 
not need sealing. 


Squash Ple Without Eggs. 

Use dry squash (the hubbard or 
others of same quality). Cut in suit. 
able pieces and cook in 4 steamer 
only just long enough to soften so 
it can be pressed through a sieve. Too 
long cooking will make it watery and 
spoil it for a ple. Now heat milk to 
the boiling point only and turn imme- 
diately on the strained squash—using 
just enough to make a thick mixture— 
much thicker tban when eggs are 
used. Add salt and sugar to taste; fla 
vor with ginger or pure extract of lem- 
on is good for a change. In deep 
plates this pie will take an hour for 
baking. 
ceases to bubble in center. 
should be quite hot, 

Itallan Celery Soup. 

Melt two rounding tablspoons cf 
butter in a saucepan; add a small on- 
fon sliced and two cups of celery cut 
fine. Cook together until beginning 
to ‘ 1 yellow, cover with water and 
eook the celery until soft. Press 
through a sieve and add two cups of 
creani. Beat the yolks of two eggs 
with a tablespoonful of milk; add 
to the soup, carefully keeping it under 
the boiling point. Serve the soup with 
croutons and grate a little Parmesan 
cheese over the top the very last thing 
before serving.

Vegetable Soup. 

Two quarts water, two teaspoons 
extract of beef, one-half cup carrots, 
one cup potatoes, one-half onion 
chopped fine, one-half cup celery, 
three tablespoons tomatoes (stewed), 
one-half tablespoon parsley, two table- 
spoons dutter, one-half bay leaf, one- 
half cup rice, salt and pepper, chop 
vegetables and add with rice to water 
with salt, cook until tender (about 
one-half hour), then add extract of 
beef, parsley, bay leaf and seasoning. 


Stock Pot Handy. 


The stock pot is the mainspring of 


a well-managed kitchen. In it should 
-be collected bones, poultry, carcasses, 
trimmings and vegetables, for any 
scrap is welcome. A‘piece of shin, 
beef may sometimes be added for ex- 
tra strength.
